Group III, claim(s) 14-16, drawn to a method for diagnosing or determining a 
susceptibility to neoplastic disorders. 

Group IV, claim(s) 17, drawn to an isolated de novo DNA cytosine 
methyltransferase polypeptide having the amino acid sequence encoded by the cDNA 
clone, ATCC Deposit No. 209933. 

Group V, claim(s) 18, drawn to an isolated de novo DNA cytosine 
methyltransferase polypeptide having the amino acid sequence encoded by the cDNA 
clone, ATCC Deposit No. 209934. 

Group VI, claim(s) 19, drawn to an isolated de novo DNA cytosine 
methyltransferase polypeptide having the amino acid sequence encoded by the cDNA 
clone, ATCC Deposit No. 98809. 

Group VII, claim(s) 20, drawn to an isolated de novo DNA cytosine 
methyltransferase polypeptide having the amino acid sequence encoded by the cDNA 
clone, ATCC Deposit No. 326637.

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-X do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: they consists of 
different products, for instance polynucleotides and polypeptides which are made by 
totally different processes. The polypeptides are different due to the fact they are 
encoded by structurally and functionally different polynucleotides and a search of one 
would not be the search of the other. The methods of Groups I, III and X require 
different reagents and yield different endpoints.
